MINIATURE  OF  ALEX.  HAMILTON. 

1  Ivory  Miniature  of  Gen.  Alexander  Hamilton,  Mili¬ 
tary  Secretary  to  Gen.  Washington,  probably  painted  by 
Edward  G.  Malbone.  In  gold  miniature  frame,  with  lock  of 
his  hair  in  the  back. 

This  exquisitely  painted  portrait  on  ivory  tv  as  probably 
painted  by  Edward  G.  Malbone.  It  exhibits  Hamilton  as  a 
young  man  of  presumably  21  or  22  years  of  age,  and  was 
evidently  painted  for  a  member  of  his  family,  as  it  has  his 
hair  in  the  back.  It  belonged  formerly  to  the  late  famous 
War  Governor  of  Georgia,  Hon.  Joseph  E.  Brown,  ivho  valued 
it  very  highly.  After  his  death  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Toole, 
from  a  member  of  the  family.  The  portrait  is  unsigned,  but 
the  workmanship  exhibits  the  delicate  touch  and  draiving  of 
the  celebrated  artist  to  whom  I  attribute  it.
